The sloon takes in young men in the
pride of life. What kind of yosog
men does it tarn out?!  Mooey goes
into the saloon in quantities, Tl? '“’:]'
day; sreagth and rempectability, an
a.:.n:;-“ and youth and promise and
hope g0 in—but no ons of them comea
oot. The saloon swallows and: bank-
rapts them all. Nothing pomes out bat
dronkards, _ Take the biggest and best
condocted  ssloon in may towp, after
90 years of busipess, sod figure ap
what has come oot of it of value to
the community—the anawer is always
and inevitably, ‘‘Nothing!" A more
unprodactive business never existed or
can exist than the saloon bosiness.
Oklshomna, a4 & progressive aod pros-
perous state, has wiped it ous wisely
and forever.

And Jossphime coumty is going to
profit by the experence of others and
also wipe the salocn out

Will the decreass in reveaus from
saloons Increase taxes? At first glance
it woold mppear to be a self evident
fact thist taxes will be higher, but let
us sée for 8 moment, The fgures for
Josephine county show that the saloons
bring in about $8000 and cost the
connty in prosscutions, care of paup-
ers, etc., about $8800. Kansas City,
Kansas in one yesr reduced the cost
of its criminal court §35,000 afier the
saloons were closed np. With the sa-
loons gooe business will increass, bank
deposits will increass, population will
incresse and the assessed valoation will
increnss so that the revenue from sa-
loons will soom sink out of sight in
the incremsed revenue from legitimate
sonroes. Don't be led away by the
liguor intergsts, If other towns have
gone bankrapt without ealoovs, why
do they keep up the losing game?
Hus Ashland, which has tried both
ways gone to the doge? Has Eogene?
has Woodburn?

Have you noticed that real estate
men pever adyertise the saloon in
their town? Bot if the saloon is not
in that vown just notice how they ad-
vertise its absence. And the reason is
obvious  The best peopls do not
want to raise families where there are
saloons which are doing all they can to
connteract the good {oflusnce of
charch and school and bhome.

We sometimes hear the qnestion
asked ‘'What are the saloon kvepers
todo for a living if we take away
their bosinesa?’’ Buot here is another
quesltion '' What{did these same saloon
men do before they weut into the
businesa?’’ Just take thse men in
our own commanity, and see if moat
if not all of them' made a good living
at other lines of legitimate trade. If
they did this once, they can sarely do
it agaio, and themselves and all others
be the gainers thereby.

The spirit of the times is reflected
in the magazines, and some of the
late cartoons mre very striking. Atfer
the recent [llinoia election, a carteon
showed the person of the Illinois
saloon keepers seated amid the wreck
of the saloons put oat of basiness.
The ealoon keeper himself looks much
the worse for wear, with plastered
cuts aod black eye, but he bas in his
haod s banner marked '‘Viotory,'
and below are these words ‘‘A few
more victories like this ocne and I
will be in the hospital.”’ The “net

idea in to try to sbow that the wave
is already receding, From all sonrces,
even thoss pot apecially interested,
come very different reports regarding
the anit-saloon crusade, and if there
is any comfort for the liquor dealer,
1t surely is oot in the sigos of the
times as they are at presemt.

Saloon keepers are not slow to con-
demp their own business, and will
acknowledge its degrading and de.
basing influeuces. The principal
reason for being In the business is the
mouney there is in it, and because it]is
an easy boginess to start. Brewers
and distillers will back almost anyone
to sell thelr prodocts, snd recent
fignres on the saloons of New York
Uity, how some of the brewers to have
paid for two, three and four bundred
licenses. The number of saloons
does not show [that there is a demand
for so many drink shops, but they
are foroed opon the people by the
manufacturers of the spiritoous und
malt liqguors, If a saloon keeper does
pot make money for his patron, he
scon loses his license, for business is
business, and the only business of the
saloon is to make people drink.

Josephine county looal option is
surely coming, but let us make assur-
ance doubly sure by keeping ap onr
labors until the deserved object has
besn attained. Let your voloe and
your vote be heard im the canes of
purity of state, county and HOME.
